Diphtheria is one of the diseases 

that have well night been conquered 

by medical sclence. Rarely does it 
pass a sporadic stage; it is Mkely 
to become epidemic only because of 
negligence or ignorance, In 1900 the 

death rate from diphtheria for 100,- 

000 of population was 40; in 1921 it 

Was 17.7. So far the statistics of 

mortality indicate a lower rate for 

the year 1922.

declining, but the per 
centage of cases recovering is larg: | 
er, Only a few years ago about one- 
half the cases ended fatally; at the 
present time about nine out of ten 
cases recover; in New York City in

the Schiek test has proved one of the

in combating diphtheria. 


It does not give immunity from the 
jdisease; it simply shows whether or} 
not an individual may contract it.} 


The Schiek test consists of the admin- 
Istration of a minute quantity of the 
toxin of the disease itself, If no re-| 
action becomes apparent the individ-; 
ual is considered immune; but if a 
vecognizable reaction follows infection | 
is possible, The practical value of 
the Schiek test becames apparent 
when an outbreak of diphtheria  oc- 
curs, in a school, Those who 
are immune may be disregarded and} 
the treatment with an anti-toxin lim 
ited to those who require safeguarding

A South African fish, called clarias, 
is sald to make nocturnal raids on the 
fields in order to eat the grains of 
millet. This fish lives in districts

WHEAT 


Three-year wheat tests carried out 
y the departinent of field husbandry 
t the University of Alberta have evi- 
ntly resulted in the discovery of a 
gh producer. For some time it has 
wen known that experiments Wire| 
‘ing conducted by the department, of 
hich Prof. G. H. Cutler is the head, 
1 co-operation with members of the 
Alberta Crop Improvement Associa- 
son. 

The tests made show that the new 


strains can even exceed the Marquis 


eld by as much as nine bushels to 
the acre. It is quite evident a su- 
perior variety to Marquis, judging by 
he yield reported for the last three 
years, 

Prof, Cutler states that the test in 
120 gave 49 bushels to the acre for 
Marquis and 69 for Marquis ILI. 
which is the new variety. In 1921 
the yield was 41 and 50 bushels, re- 
spectively, while in 1922 it was 26 and 
25, showing that ih each year the new 
strain far excecded the yield of the 
well-known Marquis wheat. 

The department has also been ex- 
perimenting with barley, particularly 
in view of its importance as a feed, 
{t is expected that later on an an- 
noucement will be made as the in- 
troduction of a variety of smooth, 
long barley, something which farmers 
will hail with considerable satisfac- 
tion.

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Safeguarding _the 
Domestic Water Supply 


| Only Small Percentage of Well Water 


Found to be Pure 

A valuable service rendered by the 
Department of Agriculture at Ottawa 
through the Division of Chemistry of 
the Experimental Farms Branch, is 
the analysis of submitted samples of 
water for domestic use, Of the 119 
umples of well water, coming from 
every province, dealt’ with in 1922, 
only 24 per cent. were found to be 
pure and wholesome. This small pro- 
portion cannot be taken to represent 
the well water of the country because 
of the likelihood that suspicious sam- 
ples’ would for the most part be sub- 
mitted. ‘Thirty-five per cent. of the 
samples examined were found to be 
seriously polluted. Wen it is borne 
in mind that water may be clear, 
spearkling and practically tasteless 
and yet contain dangerous germs, the 
necessity for the service is entphasiz- 
ed. 

In his report the Dominion Chemist 
points out that a spring or pure stream 
at some distance from the farm buila- 
ings should, if available, be selected 
as the source of domestic supply. If 
water from such a source can be pip- 
ed to the house and farm buildings a 
safe supply will probably be secured. 


Failing such a source, the location of | 


the well should be at least fifty yards 
from any possible contamination, the 
surrounding area for a radius of fifty 


yards being kept free from manure!

The shallow well is not to be 
recommended as, unless properly 
lucated and very carefully guarded: 


from surface drainage, it may at any 
time become a menace.

Two methods are recommended in 
the report for treating water that is 
susp@ted of contamination: 

(1) Boiling for ten or fifteen min- 
utes all water required for drinking 
and culinary use, The bolléd water 
may be aerated by cooling in the open 
air, and thus freed from insipidity. 

(2) Chlorination. <A level teaspoon- 
ful of chloride of lime is rubbed up 
with a little water to the consistency 
of cream. ‘This thin paste is diluted 
and thoroughly mixed with one pint 


{or water, bottled and securely cork- 


ed. This stock solution will keep for 
ut least a week. A teaspoonful of this 
solution should be added, with stir- 
ring, to each two gallons of the water 
to be treated. ~After fifteen minutes 
all disease germs present will be 
destroyed, 


New Use for X-Rays 

A discovery has been made by Dr. 
Van Brakle whereby alterations in 
cheques or false banknotes can be de- 
tected with the X-rays. 7

Idaho Aviator Rescues Plane 


The shape of a tooth is the result 
of uges of evolution. It would be fin- 
possible for us to improve upon the 
plan of a normal tooth, When de- 


the contour of a tooth, that contour 
must be restored if the tooth is to do 
its work and remain a desirable neigh- 
bor to the other teeth in the mouth 
and to the gums. After the cavity 
is shaped right, the dentist thorough- 
ly dries. and sterilizes it and places 
the filling material so that every part 
of the cavity is exactly filled. Then 
he builds the filling to imitate the 
original shape of the tooth. Every 
little line and every ridge and cone is 
duplicated. The margins of the 4il- 
ing are so carefully and closely ap- 
proximated that the cavity is hermeti- 
cally sealed. ‘The most difficult place 
to shape and finish a filling is at the 
gum margin between the teeth. Ifa 
filling should be left rough or should 
become roughened from hard use, it 
becomes a source of danger to the 
health of the mouth because it retains 
food, causes irritation to the tongue 
or cheek or lip and many times hoids 
food tightly packed against the gum. 
If there is too much space between 
the teeth, or if there is projecting fill- 
ing ora roughened area, pyorrhea will 
usually be started by infection that | 
follows constant bruising of the gum. 

If a filling is too high, the tooth 
will have more than its share of pres- 
sure and either the filling will give 
way or the tooth will be loosened in 
its socket and the pulp will be des- 
troyed. This means soreness at first 
and eventually an abscess. ‘The cor- 
rect filling of a tooth is one of the

J. A. Ruddick and W. A. Wilson Ap- 
pointed By Federal Government 
to Investigate Industry In 
Antipodes 
J. A. Ruddick, Dalry Commissioner 
for Canada, and W. A. Wilson, Man: 
ager of the Saskatchewan Co-operative 
Creameries, and President of the Can- 
adian Produce Dealers’ Association, 
have been appointed by the Federal 
Government to study the dairy Indus 
try in New Zealand and Australia. 


They will spend four or five Weeks in} 


New Zealand and about a fortnight in 
Australia. Subjects outlined for study 
include milk production, manufactur 
ing of both butter and cheese, and the 
system of grading, marketing and 
shipping. : 

In the announcement of the appoint

Her own 
success is built up on a lifelong study 
of the insects and a natural love for 
what was first a hobby and has now 
developed into a profitable commercial 
undertaking. Coming from the east 
to Saskatchewan, she realized she 
could not follow the same méthods 
owing to the shortness of the season, 
and she has developed the industry on 
lines particularly adapted to the west- 
ern provinelal conditions, which she 
will disseminate through the beekeep- 
nig course at the university. 

Though beekeeping has not yet at- 
tained important proportions in the 
prairie provinces, it is rapidly reach- 
ing the status of an industry worthy 
of note, and there is nothing in the 
prevailing conditions of that area to 
prevent its continuous increase, A 
farmer in the Grenfell district of Sas 
katchewan obtained one thousand 
pounds of first-class honey from thir- 
teen twoframe hives, in addition to 
which the bees increased to seventeen 
colonies. A Northern Manitoba far- 
mer secured $1,500 in one season from 
33 hives, and another farmer in the 
same  proyinee, from a stray hive 
Which setUed on his farm six years 
ago, has increased to 76 colonies, and 
last year the farmer sold 
} two tons of honey, 

In the year 1921, Manitoba had t4,- 
721 colonies of bees, whereas there 
were only 7,593 in the previous year, 
Lust year the province marketed an 
| proximately 1,000,000 pounds of honey, 
and this year there will be 
2,000,000 pounds to sell, bringing in 
reyenue of about $400,000, There are 
about a thousand: beekeepers in 
Manitoba and they inereasins 
rapidly, Manitoba is the most easte 
of the prairie provinces and its succe 
{n bee cullure is rapidly attracting 
the sister proyinces to emulation ant 
the industry spreading the length and 
breadth of the area,

A PATHETIC STORY OF AIDING A 
LAD BY JUNIOR RED CROSS

The following stofy is an illustration 
of the successful carrying out-of pro- 
the successful carying out of the pro- 
gram of healing which Is one of the 
main issues in the policy of-the Red 
Cross Society. Leonard -—— is the 
son of hard working thrifty people in 
poor circumstances, whose home is in 
the far north of this province When 
only an infant of a year or so, ke 
contracted spinal meningitis. As a re- 
sult the poor boy became permanently 
paralysed, and Was never able to work, 
but moved himself around on the 
floor by means of his hands. Acci- 
dently one day someone stepped on 
him as he was sitting on the floor 
and Leonard’s Jeg was broken. The 
doctor who attended him then gave it 
as his opinion that he was unusually 
bright and clever lad. He could speak 
three languages fluently, due to the 
fact that his parents are of French 
and Polish nationality. It semed too 
bad that a lad of exceptional mental- 
ity should suffer from such terrible 
physical disabilities. The local Red 
Cross became interested in his case, 
and wrote to the head office to see 
whether operative measures could ac- 
complish anything for him. The 
Junior Red Cross childven of the dis- 
trict decided that they would raise the 
money to buy him an invalid chair, 
and so make life a little more livabla 
This was done, and the boy was natur- 
ally very pleased and grateful. After 
considrable corespondence, it was de- 
cided that Leonard’s mother should 
bring him and his brother, who also 
was in need of treatment,, to the 
Junior Red Cross Hospital in Calgary, 
At Edmonton the Red Cross met the 
train and assisted the mother with her 
helpless children, finding them lodging 
for the night and sending them off 
next day on the southbound train. 
Arriving in Calgary they were met by 
the ambulance and the Iads were then 
placed in the care of the Red Cross. 
Leonard’s legs were wound round his 
body in their helplessness, while his 
spine was sadly twisted and out of 
gear, That was jn July 1922, The lad 
exhibited great courage and hopeful- 
ness and spoke longingly of the days 
when he would be able’ to get along 
by himself. After several operations 
and various other treatments, and 
after a long time in plaster cast, the 
happy day arrived this month for 
Leonard when he was fitted with a 
Strongleathearet,csjkpam , h8b tnA 
strong leathern jacket, supports, and 
given a pair of crutches. Those who 
saw this lad on his feet for the first 
time said it was a pathetic sight to 
see his excitement and gratitude. He 
who had never in all his life walked, 
who had been a life-long invalid, was 
now in a fair way to propel himself. 
He will, of cotrse, never be ‘like 
other lads, but the wonderful cure of 
this unfortunately crippled lad is a 
great triumph for the city of Calgary’s 
Junior Red Cross Hospital, where the 
poor can come and be made whole by 
the finest Prabel and nursing care.
